STRIKE  EXPENSIVE

United Mine Workers Spend Million
and a Half, .

IN EFFORT TO WIN STRIKE

Money Spent For Maintenance of Ten-
nesseé and Alabama Local Unions and
For Railway Tickets to Send Strike

New York, July 20.—Testimony has
been given at a hearing before Commis
sioner of Licenses Keating in this city
to the effect that the United Mine Work-
ers of America had spent more than §1.
500000 in an effort to win a strike which
began in the bituminous coal mines of
Alabama and Tennessee a year ago.
